Election/Restriction 
Under 35 U.S.C. § 121 

1.0 The Examiner has indicated the need to (i) elect a single disclosed species from three 
separately identified species, and (ii) elect a single disclosed type of extension element as 
between a drive pulley and a crank shaft 

Applicant elects species I (Figures 1-5) and elects devices with a crank shaft extension 
element. 

Claims 1-6, 8-12, 15-18, 20, 22-27, 29-35, 38-41, 43, 45-50, 52-58, 61-64 and 66 read 
upon the elected species I. Claims 1, 2, 22, 23, 45 and 46 are generic as to all species. 

Of the claims that read upon the elected species I, claims 1-6, 8, 1 1, 12, 15-18, 20, 22-27, 
29-31, 34, 35, 38-41, 43, 45-50, 52-54, 57, 58, 61-64 and 66 read upon a device with a crank 



shaft, with claims 1-6, 8, 15-18, 20, 22-27, 29-31, 38-41, 43, 45-50, 52-54, 61-64 and 66 generic 
as to all types of extension elements. 
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
